MAID AND MAN SERVANT. 



The Growing Fashion of Briu-riiic 
At toiidaii t» Illicit I'roni Burope, 

[New York Sun.] 
No loss than seventeen names on the 
published list of saloon i>a.ssonjjors of 
the steamer Oregon, which arrived a 
few days ago, were followed by (lie 
words "and maid," or "and man serv- 
ant." One or two of tho iiiusseiitforH 
wero accompanied by couriers as well as 
other servants, and of two well-known 
New York Initios, one was accompanied 
by two maids ami the name of tho other 
was followed by the words "courier, man 
servant, and maid." 'the relict, of 
tho liurd-workincr. Philadelphia manu- 
facturer of shoe blacking, who went, 
home from his factory in an olliee-coat 
three years ago iiinl died of overwork 
before nightfall, was aecotnpanictl on 
her way over by "three servants." And 
yet the writer was informed b) tho 
agent of the steamship line of this city 
that this was rather a poor steamer for 
servants. 

It appears that while very few out- 
going steamers carry personal attend 
tints for the saloon passengers, the in 
coming ones are invariably infected 
with them, and sometimes in very large 
numbers. An American can go in Ku 
rope without any difficulty alone, but 
after he has acquired the ac- 
cent and the culture which tra\el 
is supposed to stamp him with 
he finds it impossible to come hack 
again without a personal attendant. 
Women manage their maids belter in 
public thjtn men manage the men serv- 
ants or valets. An American usually 
acts as though he were overcome by I he 
presence of fun servant. W hen he first 
goes to dinner on board t he si earner l lie 
man stands behind his chair, if be has 
good soa legs, and is in no danger from 
seasickness. He is in everybody's way, 
is of no particular use to his master, 
and usually proves a bore to everybody 
before the voyage is over. < >n 
this side, if he is a bright 
npd intelligent man, he doesn't. 
Btay in service long, as the oppor- 
tunities for his advancement in a serial 
way are practically unlimited. He is 
constantly out of place, and has no rec- 
ognized position even among the serv- 
ants. There is, indeed, tho same t rouble 
with ladies' maids. In Kngland the 
woman who holds the post, of personal 
attendant to the lady of the house is 
considered very much above the other 
domestics in position, and when she 
comes over hero and finds that she must 
wash her own clothes, make her own 
bed, and sit in tin; kitchen when her 
mistress has nothing for her to do, she 
relieves her mind, leaves her position, 
nod advertises for a place as a gov- 
erness. 

French maids are considered more 
valuable, though they usually demand 
their evenings after 8 o'clock, appropri- 
ate the "old dresses" of their mistresses 
while the garments arc still new, and 
are seldom long in attendance upon one 
(distress. In a family of girls, purlieu 
larly if two or three of them are in so- 
ciety, one or more maids are considered 
absolutely indispensable. There is no 
pno of the servants who can be spared 
from duty to assist the young ladies for 
It drive or for ah evening entertainment, 
anil so tho maid takes her place as a 
patter of course. 

Why anybody who can speak the 
language should want a courier in Amer- 
ica is incomprehensible, for there are 
certainly npsucli difficulties to encounter 
bero as meet the tourist in Europe. It. 
[a observed that very many women are 
pow accqmpanfed by their maids when 
they go shopping. It is an innovation 
jn America, ton, for the maids I o walk 
behind their mistresses, but tin: spec- 
tacle of aa overdressed woman strutting 
about tho big dry goods shops and fol- 
lowed by a respectful maid with her 
arms full of parcels is by no means

As usual, the ranks sf statesmen 
a,,! politicians have suffered most, loss- 
oo. The annals of the year begin with 
the death of 1 1 err K I ward Lnsker, t he 
celebrated tlerlnan politician, who died 
in New York January 5, while on the 
, one day, but on this "other side .if I he 
-lobe, tlie ituled Keshtib ( 'ii under Sen 
died in Jaiculfa. In January, Marl 
(irosvenor, in London, and the well 
known ft W. M. iMaekey, of South 
Carolina, died, while Kebruary was 
equally deslruclive, the people of l»os 
Ion losing Wendell t'hillips, while the 
French were called lo mourn ftugene 
Rouher. .May was marked by tin; death 
of three mi n of remarkable eminence, 
each in the line of his profession, J udah 
I'. Benjamin, the statesman, Charles 
O'Connor, the lawyer, and Cyrus II. 
.Met 'oriniek, the inventor and owner of 
the reaper of the same name. In July 
the I' n dial Stales Cabinet lost Secretary 
h'olger. 

Among I lie clergy the number of 
names was not so "real, but the lack 
in number was in ore than made up by 



the prominence of those who died, 
among them being Dr. R" II. Clarkson. 
Bishop of Nebraska, Dr. Fuller, Bish- 
op of Hamilton, Bishops If. Kavannugh 
ft Pierc ', and Bishop Simpson, of the 
M. E. Church. Rev. Archdeacon Nel- 
les, and Rev. Dr. Rice, president of the 
Canadian Methodist Conference. The 
list is also increased by the name Dr. 
Canning, the nephew of the celebrated 
Unitarian divine of tho same name. 
During the same time Russia lost Gen. 
Francis E. Todleben, who defended Se- 
bastopol, while the list of departed 
soldiers also comprises the names of 
Generals Wimpfien, Jean Paul Schram, 
and Hicks Pacha, who perished in the 
Soudan. 

Science has lost Prof. Guyof, of 
Pinceton, Prof. John Gustavus Drory- 
son, of Berlin. Dr. Woodward, of the 
United States army, Augustus Voelck- 
er, of Berlin, Dr. Grimm, the Fmperor 
William's surgeon, and Dr. Samuel D. 
Gross; while literary circles mourn the 
death Jane Gray Swisshclm, Mary 
Clemmer Ames, Charles Reade, Blan- 
chard ./errold, Henry T. Byron, the 
dramatist, ami Henri Laube, the A us 
tiian poet. Several noted editors have 
died, among them W. F. Storey, of the 
Chicago Times, Thos. Chonery of the 
London Times, and Thomas Kinsella, 
of the Brooklyn Eagle; while the pub 
Ushers who also went the yvay of all 
the earth were Nicholas Trumber and 
(ieorge Henry Bond, both of London, 
Thomas G. Appelton, of Boston, am 
Smith Sheldon, of New Ysbrk. closely 
connected with literature is the name 
of Robert M. Hoe, who died in Sep 
teiuber, after having devoted a life of 
seventy years to perfecting his celebrat- 
ed press. 

The noble of the earth have lost 
several of their number, the more pro 
mineiit being: — Prince Leopold, Duke 
of Albany, who died at Cannes, in 
March; the ex Empress Anna, of Aus- 
tria; the Prince of Orange; Arthur 
Richard Wellesley, tho second Duke 
of Wellington; Sultan Phacha, the 
great Egytain statesman; and Lord 
Ampthill, the English ambassador to 
Prussia. Several judges of prominence 
and ability died in the last twelve 
months, among them being Judges Nel- 
son Poe, of Maryland; Amos Merrill, 
Texas; Robert E. Chambers, of Indiana; 
Thatcher, of Colorado; and Swuyne, of 
of the Supreme Court. Brignoli left 
the opera for ever, and Maria Taglioni, 
the great dancer, died last April at the 
ripe age of 80 years. Frank Chanfrau, 
the actor, and John Ever*, the science 
artist, are both lost to the dramatic 
profession, while ■msic lost, Sir 
.Michael cost a and Hullah. 

Besides these a number of notables, 
yvho, iii one way or another, made them 
selves famous, have yassed away; 
Charles Delmonico, the New York cat- 
erer; Allan Pinkerton, the celebrated 
detective; the chevalier Henry WvcofV; 
the lobbyist, Sain Ward; ■James Wat- 
son Webb; Gen. Tom Wort hington, col. 
claiborne, the historian of Mississippi; 
Fawcett, the blind political economist 
and Postmaster General; ft Guruey; 
James Bethuno and John Riordon.

THE I'ROBLUM OF' THE I 



Tho London outrages of Saturday havo 
rained a storm of indignation thouglmut 
tho civilized world. Tlio timo Iihh gone 
by when men can viovv with equanimity 
even so-called legitimate warfare: nations 
are tending more and more towards the 
settlement of tlieir disputes by more 
humane mean" Minn that which requires 
tho Bttcrifice of hundreds and thousands 
of human beings. Hut a cowardly and 
murderous act like this attack on London 
public buildings, known to be full of inno- 
cent people and in a time of peace, is 
viewed with universal horror and con- 
demnation. It is of course attributed to 
the Fenians and oven those who sympa- 
thize with Ireland's woes revolt from 
such a manner of avenging them, Eng- 
land does not deserve such treatment at 
the hands of the Irish for she is doing 
much for the amelioration of their mm 
dition. Legislation for Ireland has oc- 
cupied n large part of the attention of the 
present and many previous parliaments in 
England and many reforms have been ef- 
fected. That much yet remains to be 
done cannot be denied, but all ill good 
time. England is not a despotic monarchy; 
tho instincts of the race and the spirit of 
tho country's constitution are for justice 
and human freedom. The spirit of civil 
izntion and of Christianity rides the em- 
pire and in the end the right will prevail. 
Ireland will be treateil with justice, and 
if the time should ever come when slie 
should have an independent parliament 
England would acquiesce without any 
fear that hor own power or glory will he 
thereby diminished. Hut Ireland so long 
aH dynamite is her argument will not be 
fit for home rule. Men who are r way od by 
such ferocious passions are not able to rule 
others. There is a general belief that the so- 
cialists were also concerned in the London 
outrage. It is this that rouses a vague fear 
in the hearts of other nations; this secret 
organization is growing with stealthy 
but marvelous rapidity which is appalling 
to all established governments. The 
powers of Europe have hitherto been un- 
able to restrain its growth, and unless 
some check is put upon it soon too in- 
evitable result is terrible to contemplate. 
If England's legislative halls and her old- 
est and most revered structures can bo 
demolished by these ubiquitous plotters, 
the throne itself is not safe. Already 
one ruler in Europe has fallen a victim to 
this diabolical organization, and plots are 
laid against them all. These human 
liciids, however, Seem possessed with the 
idea of destroying all within their reach, 
for not only those in authority but the 
weak and innocent are not safe from their 
machinations. The late outrage will 
have ono good result it it rouses the 
United States government to the ueces 
sity of trying to prevent that country be- 
ing used as a base of operations against 
Europe. Advantage is taken of the free 
laws of the country and its hospitality to 
strangers is abused. Tho .reports from 
Washington in yesterday's dispatches 
show that prompt action was taken by thu 
senate in expressing its horror of the out 
rages and in declaring the importance of 
taking immediate steps to prevent as far 
as possible any future plotting in thai 
country. Legislation may be expected 
on tho subject by the present congress ; 
but it remains to be seen how much can 
bo done to abate the evil. Socialists 
have not troubled America much as yet; 
but tho "home of the free" harbours 
thousands of men who are devoting their 
onoryy and money in a cause which means 
with them Lhu ruin of England. 

FOUVli INV USTKl AVION. 

The mayor and the police committee, 
sitting as police commissioners, yesterday 
investigated tho charge against Officer 
Hough ■ (preferred through I Ins journal) 
of kidnapping a Chinese woman. Tho 
evidence, when under oath, exculpated 
tho officer. Uul if was shown thai al 
though he went on special duty to flu- 
outer wharf at the request of a citizen to 
protect a Chinawoman who bud taken 
passage for San I'Yaneisco on the' steam 
ship Mexico, he failed to report thu faul 
to his superior ollieer. It, was also proved 
that, the editor of Wo- (\ilmiist, before 
inserting the paragraph, ascertained from 
the chief of police that the ollieer had 
not reported the occurrence to him The 
commissioners dismissed the charge 
against the ollieer, exonerating him i-n- 
tiroly; but an order was subsequently 
issued by the mayor requiring policemen, 
when on special duty, to report the fact 
to their superior officer. 

MKTliAKA UTLA. 

Mr. Grant moved yesterday a ponder 
oub resolution preceded by two or three 
ponderous whereases on the subject of 
the Mothikiihtla dilTioultios. At the re 
quest of Mr. Drake the preamble and re 
solution went over until to day when it is 
thought, thai the whole mutter will he 
ventilated. It. is rumored thai an effort 
will be made to employ tho legislative 
machinery to crush Mr. Duncan and 
establish the I'.ishop Ridley mission on 
thu ruins of Mr. Duncan's system. Mr. 
Grant's remarks seemed to be directed at 
tho Port Simpson mission as well as at 
the Motlakahtla colony. Tin; house 
should reflect seriously before it consents 
to interfere in religious squabbles. The 
Indians are the wards of tho Dominion 
government, who should keep them in 
order and not cast the responsibility on 
the province. The house should keep out 
of the fray. 

Cervical Suspension. 

To thk Editor: This subject is not in- 
viting, but such matters thrust themselves 
upon us for ii practical solution. Many 
humane persons advocate some milder 
mode of death for those who have placed 
themselves almost beyond the pale ' of 
sympathy, lint so long as "hanging by thu 
neck until you are dead" echoes from the 
judicial bunch, how best to do it is worthy 
of and has received deep thought. Two 
or three New York doctors, after an experi- 
ment carried to the brink of danger, affirm- 
ed this: "That iu the ordinary plan too 
much is done; that tin,' fall is unnecessary 
and by the likelihood of disarrangement of 
thu rope brings about a cruel death." They 
recommended instead that the noose 
bu placed on the root of the neck and 
drawn up firmly, and the unfortunate man 
merely suspended. Death speedily takes 
place through cerebral hemorrhage (apo- 
plexy) instead of by sudden strangulation, 
as in the ordinary way, when the neck is 
not broken. Sudden strangulation means 
death from lack of oxygen alone, perhaps 
an dreadful as the faggot; as tho anaesthetic 
influence of carbonic acid is wanting but 
present in slow sulfocation by charcoal 
fumes and in croup. Hut why not destroy 
by lightning? A breath from our city elec- 
tric generator would (pu nch forever "life's 
fltful flame."

Yesterday an exciting incident hap- 
pened in tlm gaol yard. The execution 
<if Rogers is set for 8 o'clock tins morn- 
ing; about 2i o'clock in the afternoon, 
while taking" an airing in the gaol yard, 
in company with Mr. Abel, a guard, lie 
.suddenly sei/.ed a ladder which had been | 
in use by some men while hanging a bell 
n shnrt. limn before, unci placing one end j 
against the fence tried to ascend it. Abel | 
Hei/.ed him and Rogers at ruck t he guard J 
in the breast. Abel laid hold of the 
ladder and shouted fur assistance. Warden , 
Workman, who was patrolling l.ho ele- 
vated walk overlooking the yard, leveled ; 
his gllll ami called on Rogers to desist, j 
Abel held on to the ladder and R gors | 
struck him again, exclaiming, "Abel, let i 
mo be shot. I don't mint to live. 
I want to get shot, not hanged." 
Ho then Bqiinred off ami advanc- 
ed on the guard with bis list raisod \vln-n 
Gaoler Hutchinson, who was upstairs when 
tbe alarm was raised, approached from be- 
hind ami pinioning tlm convict's arms run 
him into his cell, where In- was uiiiulciittei] 
and left with (be two guiirits who will re- 
main with liim until the closing act Ibis 
morning. While the excitement was at ils 
height the city police ran into the street, 
impressed with the belief that several con- 
victH bail escaped over tlm walls. They 
were quickly undeceived mid ran buck to 
render assistance inside. Rogers has been 
doubly iroucil for tbe pant four weeks, a 
plot having been disclosed by the woman 
Nettie Holt, who was imprisoned for a w.-ek 
for stabbing Barleben, ami under the most 
favorable circumstances he could not have 
got away, hi the cell be frequently re- 
marked to his guards, "I was in hope that 
Workman would shoot. Then 1 could not 
have been hanged." Yesterday morning j 
be cried and sobbed for more than an hour | 
in his cell. During tbe day ami evening j 
he received t lie ministrations of clergymen ; 
and visitors and prayed a grout .leal. 

At midnight Rogers was resting easily, I 
though not sleeping. He remarked to j 
the guard when the change was made at. 
twelve o'clock that "everything would 
soon be all right with him." Ho smile. I 
pleasantly every once in a while ami 
would joke with Ilia keepers. His spiritual . 
adviser, Rev. Mr. Malaclii, was again with 
the doomed man shortly after twelve 
o'clock and will remain by him until tlm 
last hour.

Mr. Allen I look upon tins amend- 
ment as n disgrace lo this community, 
and hone it will be voted down. 

Mr. Wilson said he agreed with the 
him. member for Victoria, and thought 
that religious education should not be in- 
troduced into the schools. Assume thai 
a Chinese child went to the school or 
a Mahometan child were to go there, it 
would be against their ideas of religion. 
Adopt either one of the two systems, 
separate schools or lion sectarian. Ho 
would support the amendment. 

Hun. Mr. Robson said there wore two 
things to bo considered, and those were 
having too much or too little religious in- 
struction in the schools. One class had 
raised a cry against Godless Bchools, and 
the other cry was made by those who bo 
lioved in no religion at all. We were not 
in China or India, but in a Christian 
country, and while wo recognize the fact 
ill our legislation we should introduce 
enough religion into our schools to make 
them agreeable to all classes They 
should not pander to any one class, and 
certainly not to a class who were greatly 
in the minority. Certainly they should 
consider the class of (iod-tearhig people 
in the province, and he thought they were 
greatly in the majority. If they were t.. 
do away with prayers in the school they 
would oily be opening the way to break 
up their present school system for the pur- 
pose of making private and separate 
schools. He almost fult inclined to blush 
that, anyone would get up and advocate 
such views simply because he was afraid 
that John Chinaman, with bis depraved 
tastes, might bo offended. The moment 
they went further than they were at 
present, and abolish the Lord's prayer 
from the schools, they would bo sullying 
their name us a (rod-fearing British peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Helgeson said that he was sur- 
prised at tho amendment of the lion, 
member for Victoria. The purport of his 
amendment was to pass from the lion 
sectarian condition of the schools to 
denying their children tho privilege of 
hearing tho Lord's prayer in the public 
schools.

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THE COLORADO WOOD-RAT, 



TUat Men Low by nay and l'lny* 

Practical Joke* by Night. 

[Now York Sun.] 

I don't know whotlier peop|o out in 
Colorado tiro bothered yet with what wo 
used to call wood-rats," .s;ii<l :i former 
resident of that stato, "hut a few years 
ago, when 1 first went out there, tlioy 
kept us in a perpetual stew. The wood- 
rat is about the sizo of our com- 
mon house-rat, with a tail nine 
inches long. It is gray on the back 
and white on the belly. There's dev- 
iltry enough in 'em to till a wood-chuck. 
You seldom see one of them, plenty as 
they are, for they lay low in the day 
time, and won't come fouling around at 
night if there is any one stirring about 
the house. The wood-rat is a natural- 
born, irreclaimublo thief. What ho 
steals for no one had ever found out 
while I was there, for lie don't crib 
things to eat, and he distributes his 
booty throughout tho country without 
regard to his personal bouotit. When 
he steals something from quo spot ho 
will put in its place some article he has 
filched from another. 

"1 remember once 1 was building a 
shanty out in Pueblo, and had a keg of 
nails sent in from Denver. Work had 
been at a standstill for a day or so for 
want of them. 1 knocked the head out 
and left them in the shanty over night. 
Is'oxt morning thoro wasn't - nail in 
keg, but in their place was a miscellane- 
ous collect ion of art icles, consisting of 
table knives, spoons, a tin saucer, sev- 
eral stones, a number of chips, a buck- 
skin glove, and, worst of all, a set of 
false teeth. 

"We knew at once the mischievous 
rats had been at work, and I set out to 
see if 1 could gather up at least a por- 
tion of tho nails about the neighbor- 
hood. I found a man who hail lost a 
spoon and had found a pile of nails in 
his kit. The owner or the buckskin 
glove had not been remunerated for 
his loss with nails, but some 
one's woolen sock lay in its place. By 
and by the whole community was out 
looking up missing things and dumping 
nails at my shanty. 1 got back about 
half of them, and the articles that had 
been left in their place were all restored 
to their owners except the false teeth. 
No one in the whole neighborhood had 
lost any teeth. The finding of the teetli 
came to be the tidk of the country, and 
in a few weeks a . judge over in a town 
twenty miles away sent a man over to 
look at them, as lie thought they might 
be a set of teeth of his that had mysteri- 
ously disappeared, stating that they 
had been taken from a tumbler of water, 
in which they had been placed over 
night, and that a dead bird had been 
left in their stead. The teetii proved to 
ho tho judge's. These rats must have 
had ;i high old time With the judge's 
teeth before they reached my place and 
dumped them in the nail keg. 

"It used to be a favorite pastime with 
the wood-rats to carryall sorbs of refuse 
and garbage into tho houses and scatter 
it about. 1 have waked up more than 
once to find some moist and sweet- 
smelling morsel from the swill tub lying 
across my face, or a number of thorn 
piled on the bed covers. This peculiar- 
ity of the wood-rat naturally led to con- 
stunt annoyances and misunderstand- 
ings, and newcomers in the region, un- 
acquainted with the ways of the animal, 
were frequently mystified, r ad some- 
times frightened by occurrences. An 
Irish family once came to the neighbor- 
hood, where they hud purchased 
a little property. They had not been there 
a week before the wood-rats paid them a 
visit. Denny Ryan, the head of the family, 
placed his pipe on (he lable as usual on 
going to bed one night. When he arose 
in the morning his pipe was gone, and 
lying where bo had left it was a tallow 
candle. Denny had no such thing as a 
tallow candle in his house, and no one 
in the house had touched the pipe. This 
aroused his superstitious nature. He re 
lated the circumstances with much awe. 
to some acquaintances, who, seeing 
some probable fun in store for them, 
did not inform him as to the cause of 
the mystery. One morning, a fow days 
later, Denny found his tost, pipe in his 
boot, and the sock he had left then: when 
he went to bed was gone. Denny de- 
clared that there were ghosts in his 
house. Ho was thoroughly frightened, 
and wanted to sell his property. 

"A number of eastern men had got 
possession of some land next to Denny's, 
and his holding, they believed would in 
time be highly valuable to them. I'n 
known to any of Denny's acquaint- 
ances, they made him an offer for his 
property. It was less than he had paid, 
and in spite of his superstitious fear, bu 
refused to take it. A day or two after 
that Denny found his stove half full of 
potatoes, not one of which had been in 
tho house before, and the kindling- 
wood he had placed in the stove tho 
night before was piled on a 
table in the dining-room. With- 
out waiting to entirely dr<ss him- 
self, he hurried to the parties who 
wanted to buy his property, and closed 
and clinched tho transaction at once. 
When his friends, who had been keeping 
Denny in ignorance of the ways of tho 
wood- rat for the joke of the thing, beard 
of what be had been induced to do by 
the sharpers, they attempted to force 
them to cancel the sale, but as every- 
thing they had done was regular, they 
refused to do it. Denny's friends, how- 
ever, chipped in and made up quite a 
sum of money for him. If the wood-rat 
hadn't bothered Denny be would have 
been a rich man in a year or so, for his 
property became worth thousands of 
dollars." 



The Gulf Stream Abnormally Warm, 

[Now York Herald.] 
A comparison made in the London 
meteorological oflico of Atlantic temper- 
ature returns from twenty-eight ships, 
containing 110 recent observations, with 
data for previous years, reveals the fact 
that during last summer the ocean in 
the gulf stream's course was abnormally 
warm. In the area between -lo 
and 55 degrees north latitude, ex- 
tending from the.Europcan coasl almost 
to the mid- Atlantic meridian, the tem- 
perature of tho ocean water during June, 
lHN-1, was about :! degrees above the 
mean, and during July and August the 
half of Ibis marine track lying nearest 
the British lines, was from I to Li de- 
grees above tho mean. 



THE DRESSING OF SHOP-WINDOWS 

Ail Art Wlilcli Im Recognized by tlio 
JIuMni'HH Column iilty. 

[bultimoro Suu. ] 
Any one passing through a shopping 
quarter cannot help noticing tho taste 
and profusion shown in the dressing 
of tho shop-windows. Colors and fab- 
rics tire grouped so as to catch the eye 
and arrest tho attention, and tho work 
shows the hand of an artist. 

A reporter made some inquiries on tho» 
subject of the window dresser ol one oii 
our large retail stores. 

"1 cannot say, " he observed, "that I 
have any rules that 1 adhere to in dress- 
ing the store and windows. Of course, 
1 Lako euro U> ptil such colors together 
as will harmonize well, but in doing so 
1 rely on my taste', and combine such 
goods as 1 think look well, ft ithout any 
sot of rules on the subject. Window- 
dressing is an art I never was taught, 
but acquired from appreciation of color, 
and the incentive the rich stuffs by 
which lam constantly surrounded give 
mo to display them to tho best advan- 
tage. It is not my province here to 
dress windows, but I do it because there 
is no one else who can do it as well. 
Window-dressing is an art that cannot 
ho taught, I have tried repeatedly to 
teach it, but have always failed." I 
have trained no less than a do/on young 
men to this work, so as to relieve me of 
it, but not one of them ever rose above 
an assistant. If 1 leave them to them- 
selves and tell them to dress tho 
windows, they make a botch of it. If 1 
dress a window, say with lace certains, 
and my assistant sees me do it, ho can do 
it tho same way afterward, bur if given 
a promiscuous lot of stuffs and told to 
arrange them in the windows, he would 
be completely at sea." 

"Are there not profe.vuonal window- 
dressers?" was asked. 

"Yes, there are lots of thorn in New- 
York and in some of our large western 
cities, but 1 do not know of any in Ual- 
titnoro. These professional window- 
dressers make a good living al it. Some 
of them have a list of stores that they 
dress two or three times a week, mid re 
ceivo a regular salary from each. 
Others arc engaged by one only, and 
are kept simply for this purpose. A 
clerk that can do this will be paid extra. 
It, is strange hew few have taste in Ibis 
way. Out of 1,000 salesmen, perhaps 
only one will display an aptitude for 
this work. It is just like dro.-s drapery. 
Out of 100 dressmakers who can sow 
neatly, and even trim well, very few 
can drape artistically. 

"of course, to make a handsome win- 
dow display, you must have the goods to 
do it w'th. liieh goods and such as are 
I showy and attract attention are best. 
For rich brocades, evening silks, etc-. , 
come rich ground musl be chosen that 
will throw them out well. It is :i habit 
of mine to show goods as I Waul to sell 
them — thus, if there is a plain and plaid 
or embroid.ired goods that go together 
to make up a costume, I will allow ihein 
that way in the window. An abondna 
ble habit with seme window drcs.'.ers is 
to put stiff paper inside tin- folds of 
MltlllS, etc., and set them up in row 
the window, than which nothing i\ 
more ugly. The idea with me is to 
thorn look graceful. The way g >"! 
is the best. No pins should be il e 
spoils the goods and makes the . 
still'. In all my experience of window 
dressing I never spoiled but one piece of 
goods, and that was a piece of' pink mi! in 
brocade which faded from I eing pla 'cd 
too clo () to the
